Defense Chief 
Doubts Russia 
Attack 'Now' 
Secretary Wilson 
Steers Away From 
Arms Slash Talk 


WASHINGTON- IB -Secretary 


of Defense Wilson says he doubts 
the Russians xvill start a war right 
now, but at a news conference he 
steered cautiously away from any 
prediction of a big slash scon in 
military spending. 


In a s e p a r a t e discussion. Val 


Peterson, civil defense administra- 
tor, said Russia "as enough atomic 
bombs to drop one or more on 
every major American city at the 
same time" — and that such an 
attack could cause up to 22 mil- 
lion casualties. 


Wilson was bombarded at his 


conference Tuesday with questions 
about Soviet ability to make hy- 
drogen bombs in quantity and any 
related reshaping of U. S. fiscal 
and defense plans. 


Agrees On Cuts 


Wilson agreed with one news- 


man that any early reduction to 
33 or 3-5 billions in defense spend- 
ing, now running between 42 and 
43 billion dollars a year, would 
involve culling operations, combat 
forces. 


He said he though the budget of 


his department for the fiscal year 
beginning July 1 would probably 
be "something less than -13 billion 
dollars" and that newsmen were 
"getting hot" when they question- 
ed him about a 40 billion figure.

Civil Service System Stands 


Convicted 


Civil service was convicted by the Illinois Supreme court 


on Sept. 24 of a crime against the welfare of the people of 
the state of Illinois. 


Thomas Harrison, Chicago police captain, was suspended 


after he admitted to a senate crime investigating committee 
that he received $30,000 for services as a bodyguard during 
off-duty hours to the late John J. Lynch, described by the 
Chicago Sun-Times of September 25 as a "reputed gambler 
and racing wire services operator." Harrison was subse- 
quently discharged after a trial by the Chicago civil service 
commission. 


On an appeal by Harrison, the Illinois Supreme court 


held in a 4-3 decision that Harrison was not collecting pay- 
ment for services rendered as a policeman when he accepted 
$30.000 for services as a bodyguard during off-duty hours 
from a reputed gambler, that his discharge was therefore 
invalid, that he is entitled to reinstatement as a police cap- 
tain under the civil service Jaw—and he stands to roll^t over 
$17,000 in back pay as a result. 


Despite the Supreme court decision, the respect of the 


people for the Chicago police department has been further 
lowered: respect for the law has been further weakened: 
more people are convinced that government is -crooked ami 
rotten: and more people are convinced that it is futile to try 
to do anything- about it. This is a crime against the people.

Unfortunately, this Harrison case is not an isolated in- 


stance. 


The present .civil service laws grew out of a revulsion 


against the spoils system in government. Undor the spoils 
system, public employes had no protection. Present civil 
service laws have gone to the other extreme in protecting 
government employes, so that the public can't even get rid 
of the undesirables. 


This presents a tremendous challenge and opportunity 


to the legislative commission created by the 395.3 Illinois 
general assembly to study the whole problem of state gov- 
ernment personnel administration, including civil service. 
The commission is composed of the top legislative leaders: 
Senate President pro tern and Majority Leader Walker Rut- 
ler, Assistant Senate Majority Leader "George Drach, Senate 
Minority Leader William Lynch, House Speaker Warren L. 
Wood, House Majority Leader Franklin U. Stransky, and 
House Minority Leader Paul Powell. 


It is hoped that this commission will approach its studies 


with a completely open mind, and with the objective of find- 
ing some middle ground that will provide protection to public 
employes against the spoils system and at the same time pro- 
tect the public against being saddled with incompetents and 
worse for the rest of their lives.

high school and Lee Center and 
Stewaid high .schools are among 500 
Illinois schools which will partici- 
pate this /all in the University of 
Illinois statewide testing program 
conducted by the unit on evalua- 
tion in the university's bureau of 
educational research as a service 
to Illinois schools. 


Both school sind pupils are tested 


under this program as results not 
only predict the future success of 
an individual student but also show 
the extent to which the school has 
been successful in teaching him. 
Tests are administered to Junior 
and senior high school students at 
the school and returned to the uni- 
versity for scoring, the schools 
paying a small charge per pupil 
to cover costs of the program. 


Testing will be completed in all 


schools 
by 
mid-November and

He and Son Go Deeper 
Than Any .Living Man 


ABOARD THE CORVETTE FENICE. Off Ponza Island. Italy to 


Prof. August* Piccard and his son, Jacques rode their 52-foot diving box 
"Trieste" deeper into the sea today than living man ever has gone— 
to a depth of almost two miles. 


The Italian navy said the Swiss- 


born scientist, conqueror 
of the 


stratosphere, and his son touched 
the' bottom of the Tyrrhenian Sea 
in -the record plunge of 3,150 me- 
ters, or 10,33* feet. 


That plunge a little more than 


doubled .the record of 1,550 meters 
(5,058 feet) two French naval offi- 
cers set Aug. 12 off Toulon. 


Navy Stands by 


The Italian navy said the dive 


took two hours and 12 minutes. 
Two navy corvettes stood by as 
the Piccards dropped 
into the 


depths, 
culminating 
months of 


trials and frustrations in their 
stubby diving boat. 


It was the second dive made by 


the pair in the Tyrrhenian. Last 
month, the diving boat went down 
to a depth of 3,608 feet and then 
hit bottom. 


Piccard and his son rode in a 


small windowed compartment sus- 
pended beneath the boat. Dubbed 
a "bathyS'cafe," this compartment 
is 6.4 feet in diameter. A search- 
light mounted in the hull allowed 
them to see in the inky blackness 
of the sea depths. 


The start of the descent was wit- 


nessed by newsmen aboard the 
corvette Fenice 18 miles off the 
island of Ponza and 50 miles west 
of Naples.

Doakes—to buy whatever the Sov- 
iet government wants to sell him. 
They say: 


"Put your money in a savings

"Buy Soviet champagne." 
"'Invest your money m the 3 per 


cent state lottery loan." 


"Collect Soviet postage stamps." 
"Buy caviar." 
Wine, automobiles ,soap, tooth 


powder, cigars, perfume, sausages, 
insurance—these are a few of the 
products pushed. 


1'oor Quality 


The advertising is mostly poor 


quality—a fourth grade boy in the 
United States could do better—but 
the odd thing is that the adver- 
tising exists at all. Indeed, ai tides 
in the press demand better ads 
and displays. So does the minister 
of trade) Anastase Mikoyan. Evi- 
dently economic^needs aze forcing 
the Soviet government to advertise' 
in order to sell some of its prod- 
ucts. 


In the West, advertising changes 


habits, promotes new products, in- 
duces improvements in old ones. 


It stimulates people to want things, 
and work harder and more effi- 
ciently to obtain them. In Russia, 
where the advertising is poorly 
done, this stimulus is in large de- 
gree lacking. 


To fcee the effect of zeal adver- 


tising on a Russian all one has to 
do is to hand him a copy of an 
American publication. He turns 
dheetly to the advertisements and 
Mails looking at the pictures of 
things for sale. He begins to won- 
der whether life in America is as 
bad as his government says—and 
he wants to buy similar goods. 
Once that desne to buy arises, 
one Mails to think about finding 
the money—of working haider. if 
necessary, and producing more. 


On To Idea 


The Soviet government is on to 


Uiis idea too, even though it ap- 
paienlly does not realize how im- 
poitant it can be for Soviet econ- 
omic development. 


A year ago the Soviet press took 


up the question of window dis- 
plays. One paper said most sloies' 
show windows were being made up 
by oafs and hacks. Since then there 


reasons the Russians have not un- 
til recently gone in much for ad- 
veitismg is that theie has always 
been such a shortage of goods 
that almost anything would sell 
without advertising. 


Plenty of Shortages 


There are still plenty of short- 


ages of important kinds of con- 
sumer goods. But certain things 
have to be sold to consumeis now 
if they are not to accumulate on 
store shelves and clutter up ware 
houses.
